It is iurther subm itted th at all 
three are professional politicians, which provides them 
with a motive for doing certain things th at are pop­ 
ular, but not necessarily wise. 
For an expert slant on speeding up unemployment 
insurance, a 
person hunting an unbiased opinion 
would be likely to turn to “Social Security.” monthly 
publication of th*« American Association for Social 
Security Inc. 
In the January issue Abraham Epstein, 
editor, writes: 
“Emergency arrangem ents cannot but lead to grave 
errors and abuses, thus discrediting unemployment 
insurance before it has an opportunity to get started." 
As for effect o n ' unem ploym ent and relief, this is 
“Social Security's” opinion: 
“There is little 
economic 
advantage 
In starting 
benefits without adequate preparation. 
The effect 
the paym ents would have on the general unemploy­ 
m ent problem will be infinitesim al 
, .T he inaugura­ 
tion of bene!it paym ents under the present adverse 
conditions without suificient funds and adequate ad­ 
m inistrative procedure

CIVIC IMPROVEMENTS 
Editor, The News: 
There are many improvements 
the City of Salem should have. The 
I softener plant, an outside police 
and fire system, a public toilet sys­ 
tem, 
and 
a 
municipally-owned 
i electric system. 
! 
We could establish our own elec- 
I trie system to furnish power for all 
of our public institutions, much 
cheaper than they can buy it, which 
would cut down expenses consider­ 
ably. I have been in favor of all 
these improvements for many years 
i but, of course, the years of the de- 
i prefixion have turned us all to the 
bad financially. 
I am in favor of a softener plant, 
even at a price higher than is now 
anticipated, and as we expect to go 
in the “red'’ for it, I suggest we go 
some farther and install at this 
time a municipally-owned electric 
system. Electricity at cost, to run 
our public plants, is always the 
proper thing. We could even be able 
to have better illumination for our 
streets. 
At this time I want to most em­ 
phatically object to the city council 
milking the water works depart­ 
ment. Whenever this department 
gets a few thousand dollars ahead, 
the council gets the bright idea of 
asking a judge for the right to 
borrow it, 
I am for a softener system, but, 
under 
the circumstances 
stated 
above, I most (again) emphatically 
object, here and hereafter, to rais­ 
ing water rates for buying or for 
maintenance of same. 
Rates are high enough, and there 
are many users of water who owe 
huge bills who have the money but 
will not pay. Also, there are plenty 
of poor people who have not the 
money to pay, owing to the de­ 
pression of the last. few years. We 
know property owners are held for 
these poor accounts, but to collect 
is another headache. 
I do not like the idea of those 
who do pay their water bills, to let 
these others follow the line of least 
resistance. I am willing to pay my 
water bill, but I do object to carry­ 
ing these “able to pay" deadheads. 
If the water department could col­ 
lect that which is coming to it, it 
could pay off its indebtedness when 
due and be able to cut water rates 
in half. This is the principle of 
municipally-owned systems—to give 
its citizens the benefits of rates 
equal to cost or as near to that 
dgure as possible.
